Ghana 


The recent statement by President Nkru- 
mah to the convention of the People’s 
Party of his country that Ghana has as its 
objective a one-partv state with the party 
being the administration as well as the 
governing unit is a reminder of the trend 
in African countries. 
Most of the former colonies of Britain 
and France had experience with the liber­ 
al traditions of government as expressed 
by the two mother countries — the right of 
minorities to fight constitutionally for their 
viewpoints and be a focus of criticism of 
the current regimes. 
But these traditions have fallen by the 
wayside in nearly all the French-speaking 
lands and in most of those formerly ruled 


by Britain. Nkrumah is not breaking new 
ground. He is merely making his country 
conform to the African pattern. And neith­ 
er is it entirely African. 
A few weeks ago Pakistan President Mo­ 
ham m ad Ayub Khan said that the United 
Nations should help new countries devise 
forms of democratic governments suitable 
to their own character instead of copying 
standard W estern systems. 
Khan calls his one-party state in Pakis­ 
tan “basic democracy.” It consists of giv­ 
ing electoral responsibility only to “per­ 
sons of status in their communities, thus 
eliminating elections by masses of voters 
in a population 85 per cent illiterate.

Martin is engaged now in moll­ 
ifying the Titan ll intercontinental 
ballistics missile, making it suit­ 
able for 
launching the Gemini 
capsule which carries two astro­ 
naut!.. 
Gemini, if all goes well, will 
make contact in orbit with the 
unmanned Agena space vehicle. 
The Gemini flights may last as 
long as two weeks. 
Hello said the Gemini launching 
was planned for late next year. 


At Houston, Tex., however, of

All that has been made clear is 
that the administration won’t ask 
for a quickie tax cut this year— j 
and that came as no surprise to 
business or stock market circles. ! 
The President’s view is that a

overhaul 
of

structure in 1963, lowering rates 
but lopping off some deductions 
and exemptions, would stimulate 
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spending and thus business, and 
would offset any ill effects from a i 
larger federal deficit. 
The view of most businessmen 
is that any tax cut is a good thing,

And here even businessmen sp lit1 
into the two schools of thinking 
that have been debating the tax 
cut proposal this summer: 
1. Government spending should 
be cut at the same time to try tc j 
restore

to the 
federal 
budget, and regulation of business 
activities should be relaxed. 
2. A federal deficit from a tax

bugaboo—it 
won’t hurt the country at this 
time, and it probably would help 
spur the economic growth that all 
hands—business, labor and gov­ 
ernment—are urging.

All money collected from 
this tax within a particular county 
will be returned to that county 
through the disbursement of Local 
Government Fund revenue.
